Cunton, Laat Night. 
With the object of effecting an 
eurly liquidation of the Kwangsi 
rebellion, General Chan Chal-tong,

jhas despatched a frank and friend- 

ly-worded letter characteristic of 
the GLC, to Chang Fa-kuel of the 
Tronsides, strongly ‘advising him to 
ponder carefully over hts presont 
precarious position and to surren- 
der without further delay to the 
National Army by severing all his 
relations with the Kwangsi in- 
surgents.

FIRE ON STEAMER. 


Spectacular § Scene Off 
Wanchai 


BRIGADE'S STIFF FIGHT. 


| Most of Cargo'of Coal Destroyed 


in Conflagration, 

The Norwegian astcamer = 8.8. 
Stoviken (Captain G. B, Onarbhan) 
which left Calcutta on March 13 for 
Hong Kong and arrived here yesterday 
nt 0 n.m., was involved in a spectacular 
fire in the afternoon. 

The Stoviken was moored to the BL 
buoy, off Wanchai, when the fire broke 
out at 1 pak. in No, 3 coal bunker, due 
to spontaneous combustion. Soon the 
flames had assumed o strong hold and 
burned flercely, columns of amoke 
issuing from the ship within a fow 
minutcs, 

Whilst the alarm was belng ‘given, 


both .by flag signals ond on tho ship’s 
siren, the Officers and crew  pluckily 
tackled the flames with the ship's fire- 


fighting apparatus, but these proved In-|. 


adequate for a fire of such a nature and 
Wid not seem to make any impression 
on the flames, 


The Wire Brigade, under Superin- 
tendent H. T. Brooks, angwered the fire 
call immediately, and tha No. 1 Fire- 
float was alongside the Stoviken within 
a few minutes. Then followed o stiff 
fight with the flames, which burned for 
about two hours and a half before 
they were brought under control, and it 
was almost 4 pm, before tho Firefloat 
was withdrawn, 


Naval Assistance 


In adiition to the Flroffont, a 
party of Naval nien and also local tugs 
belonging to tha Dock Compnayy went 
to the asaistance of the Stoviken and 
rendered valuable service. Inspector 
Oge anil a dotachment of the Water 
‘Police were also carly alongside on 
a Poltce launch, and were responsible 
for a good deal of salvage work: 


Although tho fire was fierce it only 
burned the ship's coal, most of which 
was consumed, whilst the remalndor 
was under water, tho hunker having to 
he flooded befure the flames wera final- 
ly extingulshed. There wera 3,200 tons 
of coal in No, 3 cont bunker and 200 
tons in No. 2. The extent of the dam- 
ngo has not yet been ancortained but tho 
conl In No. 2 hold wan thoroughly wot. 

The flooding of the bunker had tho 
effoct of giving the ship a slight list, 
and after the fire had boen oxtingulahed 
It took sume thmo to pump the wator 
onl, 

Other parts of the ahip escaped dam- 
age, except placen noar tho bunkers, 
where the water causal a cortain 
amount’ of damnge.

REGULATION AMENDED 

The order or regulation relating 
to the export of aircraft, ammuni- 
tion, arms, explosives, saltpctre and 
sulphur, mele by the Govérnor in 
Council and set forth on page 727 
of the Regulations: of Hong Kong. 
1844-1925, under the heading “Pro- 
hibited exports,” has been amended

Jman Catholic Church 
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Christianity As World Renouncing 
MODERN CHURCHMAN’S VIEWS 


[By the Rev. A. C. Bouquet;:D.D., Hulsenn Lecturer, 1924-1925. 


(Continued from March 23. ) 


It is worth noting that the East 
is now tending to receive this new 
attitude ta life from the Wost— 
witness the present trond of evonts 
in Afghanistan, and the policy of 
(especially) American missionaries 
in India. I think especially of tho 
attempt deseribed in My. Higgin- 
bottum’s “I'he Gospel and the 
Plojtgh.". to introduce: modern 
scientific machinery into a South 
indian village. 

But Protestantism had its own 
view of renunciation, derlying 
rather from Calvin than from 
Luther, and this selection of ex- 
perience, while it definitely Includ- 
ed the married state, excluded 
many other elements in what might 
be called “the full life’, such, for 
example, as lavish ‘colour and 
pageantry, the drama, travel, and 
the Hberal study of literature, I 
am thinking’ specially of the 
scheme of Hfe presented to us int 
such a book as “The Christian 
Directory” of Richard Baxter, . To 
moat critics its chief defect seems 
to lie In its over-emphasis upon 
industry, It is not surprising that, 
as it has been pithily observed, 
“the virtuous Protestant inevitably 
made money.” He did this: partly, 
no doubt, because of his honesty 
which led men to trade with him, 
but we must: remember that the 
connection between. Calviniam and 
Capitalism was not merely a’ mat- 

{ter of honest dealing, but of the 
; netual bellef of the elect that It 
, Was thelr duty to increase. and 
{ multiply and replenish the earth 
‘and subdue it, that the saints 
' ghould judge the world, and that 
| the ideal man was typified rather 
| by Abraham (or shall we say Job 
| aftor hig-restoration to prosperity), 
| the righteous man who had riches 
and plenteouaness in his house, 
whose horn was exalted with 
honour, and who lived in patriar- 
chal dignity, surrounded by sons 
and daughters, workmen, and 
prentices, menservants and maid- 
servants, and even negro slaves! 
Trade With Wicked World 

The community of the scét-type 
which found itself desirous of flee- 
frig from the world still existed, 
and our thoughts naturally turn to 
the Moravians of Herrnhut, and 
Nnerhaps to the tiny circle of 
Nizholas Ferrar at Little Gidding, 
or to William Law in his Hertford- 
shire parish. Like the monks of 
the Catholic Church, however, 
these communities soon found that 
In order to exist they had to trade 
with the wicked world and 80 earn 
their keep (even if It was only by 
artistic book-binding), while the 
integrity of the Quakers led them 
to amass fortunes willy-nilly. 
Law of course demoralized his 
neighbours _ by indlacriminate 
almagiving. ; 

The Counter-Reformation, stem- 
med the tide of Protestantism, and 
preserved the Catholic {deal upon 
the Continent, and it {s worth re- 
membering the fact that the Ro- 

it atill tho 
largest single organized body of 
Christians and that of the other two- 
great Episcopal bodies, the Eastern 
Church still retains the monastic 
orders (though I gather that they 
are diminishing {n number), while 
the Anglican Communion has done 
much In the last hundred years to 
rovive them, capecially for mission 
work at home and abroad. 
‘Evangelical Counsels 

Wo havo then the spectacle of a 
largo part of Christendom adhering 
substantially to the view of lfc act 
forth In Euscbius, while, the Pro- 
testant world, in so far as it {5 

conaistently opposed to Catholic 
{fdeals, dismisses tho notion of a life 
based on the so-called ‘evangelical 
counsels, and allows only one level 
of human actlvitics, on the basla 
of which cach Individunl is freo to 
mako his or her own selection, 
guided by temperament or vocation 


ns tho case may be, but in no case 
actunted by the impulse to abandon 
the lifo of the ordinary tax-paying 
eltizen for that of the poor celibate, 
still Jess for that of the contempla- 
tive recluse. 1 omit any reforence 
to tho world-transforming activities 
of modern Christianity, as those are 
to be the subject of a separate 
Paper. 

So much then for the first of our 
questions, i.c. as to the successive 
Christian reactions to the experl- 
ences of life. 

The second question Js .more 
diMcult. What ought to be the 
reaction of Christianity to the 
experiences of life if it Is to be 
true to Its own intrinafe nature? 
Some will say no doubt that the 
world-renouncing attitude, in the 
sense of its being a+ preforential 
selection of an experience which 
detaches the sou! to the maximum 
extent from life in the world, {5 
never under any circumstances 
justifiable. They will never, as 
they say, ‘praise a fugitive and 
cloistered virtue.’ Even these, 
however, unless they are sheer 
undisciplined hedonists, will od- 
vocate some grading fn the selection 
of experiences, . and will probably 
commend a frugal and abstemious 
life in which the higher faculties 
are kept bright and keen to do their 
work by a sparing use ‘of luxurics 
and a rigid discipline of ‘brother 
ass,” Moreover, all Protestants 
are not agreed upon an optimistic 
view of the world and its activities. 
I quote from the: recent utterances 
of .a well-known French pastor, 
Wilfred Monod: 

‘If the world were in a normal 
state it would be possible to 
justify quiescence, luxury, art for 
art’s . sake, the plety which . is 
cognisant only of the soul and 
Heaven; but in a world where 
everyone cannot satisfy his 
hunger, the reul question for the 
‘disciples of Him who gave Him- 
self to be crucified is not to know 
in what measure they may allow 
themselves lawful things, but in 
what measure they ought to 
sacrifice them ... Some suggest 
use without abuse ‘in a balanced 
moderation, but moderation and 
restraint are not the virtucs 
exacted on a ‘burning ship. 
Embarked on a civilisation on tha 
brink of , the abyss, 
must fofm themselves 
enivage corps.’ 

More Extreme View 

A more extreme view still would 
be that of Pastor Barth, whose 
opinions reflect the extreme 
pessimism of the post-war years, 
and who has abandoned all hope for 
the present world-order, and urges 
men to flee from it in the spirlt of 
the Pilgrim's Progress; os from a 
city of destruction in which tho 
spiritual man can have neither part 
nor lot, This is Scktontypus with 
® vengeance! . 

Granted that Jesus Himsolf did 
not follow the extreme methods of 
John the Baptist, and that His 
followers tended to advocate the 
ascetic life more than He did Him- 
sclf, it is certainly untrue to say 
that with no form of tho ascetic 
ideal had He any sympathy. We 
cannot, as has already been sald, 
entirely eliminate such sayings ag 
those osbout ‘selling all that wa 
havo,’ or about cutting off the hand’ 
or ‘plucking out the eye.’ Granted 
that detachment and proportion havo 
thoir placo In His teaching, Ho {a 
certainly clear in His assertion 
that thoso who’ seck the Kingdom 
muat be ready. if need arise to‘ sur- 
render everything. _ ‘Who chooseth 
me must give and hazard all that 
he hath’ Tho great exporfence of 
tho Kingdom is worth all other ox- 
periences—nay “{t. even includes 
them (or they will follow on its 
trail). It. profits nothing {f 0 man 
gain,the wholo world and loso his 
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sonl; and, wealth, prosperity, ond 
worldly accurlty certainly have the 
affect of deceiving men.as to tholr 
true position, The law of self. 
sacrifice lica at the very heart of the 
Christian messngo, Jesus docs 
not sny: that tho world and all that 
It contains fs evil, On tho con- 
trary, Ho calls tho world and ita 
contonts ‘God's good gifts to man.’ 
The Inward Call 

But He does teach that anything 
that stands betweon a man and tho 
fulfilment of his vocation must bo 
renounced. Now vocations vary. 
The Inward call to the contemplative 
may, I believe, bo ns real na the 
inward call to the motor mechanfe, 
but I think that St Js exceedingly 
rare, and -that some who have 
thought they heard -it only 
heard thelr own craven’ call- 
ing them to run away from 
sharing tha burdons of Hfe. 
I suggest that wo need a 
‘fow pure contemplatives, but not 
many. We.need far more urgently 
a numerous body -of exponents of 
the art of simple, frugal ‘and pur- 
posive living, In an nge which has 
almost lost it and Is racing aimless- 
ly along, clogged with secularitics, 
and hopelessly fn bondage to the 
sin of philargurin.: We cannot, 
howover,.make-success in this art 
depend, as the Greeks tried to do, 
‘on tho existence of a slave class. 

Tt has beén asserted that Chria- 
tlanity was in the past accepted by 
multitudes because in it they felt 
they found on escape from their 
own animal impulses which they 
feared, and that those who suppose 
it intellectually untenable are now 
waking, as they think, in the dawn 
of a new renalasance, only to dis- 
cover themselves back again under 
the tyranny of the beast within 
them. Most of us, } hope, dislike 
the advocacy of religion -as a mere 
brake upon the wheel of life. We 
cannot sympathize with Dr. Broad 
in his readiness to permit the 
establishment of a series of myths 
(of which public discussion is 
forbidden) for the purpose of keep- 
ing the mass of mankind virtuous. 
But as Modern Churchmen we have 
a strong desire not-to make the 
moral influence of religion .unneces- 
sarily weak by encumbering its 
intellectual expression with obsolete 
views of the universe. We do not 
wish the weaker brethren to bo able 
to urge as an excuse for shaking 
off the moral yoko of Christ that it 
involves them {in a capitulation of 
tho renson, and I imagine that most 
of us see the very reat danger that 
foolish persons will urge the 
imbecilities of fundamentalism and 
traditionalism “aa a pretext for 
lapsing Into lcentiousnesa, Modern- 
ists hnve, therefore, a moral duty 
to perform in commending tho 
yoke-of Christ as one to which no 
persons of goodwill need hesitate 
on grounds of - intellectual honesty 
to submit.

Base was meant to givo 
mobllity to the Fiect in Eastern 
waters, to save the time and ex- 
pense of golng to Malta for’ re- 
pairs. If thia Conferenco resulted 
in no reduction of cruisers the 
need for'Singapore would be the 
same as now. If, therq was‘a re- 
duction, Singapore would be all 
the more necessary, becauro 
mobility would be all tho more im- 
portant to a smaller fect.

Naval Conference 

The opening of the Naval Con- 
ference by the King is described 
as one of the most historical tasks 
of His Majesty’s relgn and it waa 
performed in, the worst fog Lon- 
don has experienced for ‘some 
years. So dense wag it that it 
was impossible to aco more than 
an few yards ahead, while o black 
pall made the streets darker than 
on an ordinary night. 

The King drove from Bucking- 
ham Palace to the House of Lords

Arrangements had been made to 
broadcast the opening ceremony 
and the B.B.C.'a efforts in this 
direction were a triumph of Bri- 
tish broadcasting.

“We are now taking you over ‘to 
the Royal Gallery of the House 
of Lords” and immediately from 
the loud-speaker came a hum of 
many voices with ay occasional

A certain class of his- 
torians Inys great stress on tradi- 
tlon as usually holding o kernel 
of truth, but three local tradf- 
tlons such ns this cannot all be 
true, and probably tho question - 
will never be finally sottlod, 

Where St. Columba actually ‘ 
Ianded is perhaps a small matter, 
but it fs curfous that even yot..

‘In the conversion of Scotland to 
Christianity, and on his method 
of working. Two Jearned gentle- 
men wera much opposed about 
thls a few years ago, and where 
such differ the ordinary man can- 
not be expected to hold any 
opinion with confidence.

Sloppy Pistons 

Tho porslatent fouling of o 
spark plug in one ¢ylinder ts some 
times caused by the cylindor itsolf 
being out of round or tho piston 
rings may be worn to tho polnt 
where a “sloppy niston” « results.

Backfiring : 

Though automobiles havo been 
on the ronda for over a quarter 
of a contury, vory few owners 
know a backfire when they hear 
ono. This {5 all tho moro surpris: 
ing whon it Is ronlised that the 
truo backfire still is a motor 
-hazard, : 

A backfire isn’t nolsy at all 
In fact, if one occurs when crank- 
ing in. tho din of traffic, tho driv. 
er may havo to rely on his eyes 
to tell him that the mixture of 
one of the cylinders has fired back 
through the carburetter. He will 
look for smoke, and get another 
tip from the sudden swinging of 
tho ammeter pointer, Ho will | 
also sniff tho air to catch the . 
odour of burned gas. 

Those loud reports from tho 
exhaust, accompanied by volumes 
of black amoke, aro not backfires, 
They are explosions of unburned 
gas in the exhaust pipe and 
muffler. Even the roporta from 
the exhaust, sometimes hoard go- 
ing down hill, are not backflres, 
Engineers term this sort of thing 
“aftor-firing.”

In view of the recent Hone Kong 
Tramway ,Company meeting, the 
following reprint from) Engineer.

A favourlte, and even perennial, 

‘ subject of discussion in transport 
efreles Is the relative advantages aud 
digadvantages oof Lhe various 
vehleles, which can be used for 
carrying passengers through the 
streets of large towns and the su: 
rounding nefghbourhood, The two 
principal types of conveynnce now 
employed for this purpose are, of 
course, the electric tramear and the 
motor omnibus, both of whieh have 
their-ardent supporters and thelr 
equally devastating: cities, while as 
a bad third in point of appliention 
there is the railless vehicle, which 
some hold has all the ad. 
vantages and some all the 
disadvantages of the alher 
two, AS the trifiig on our 
streets and rouds is at present in- 


creasing according to an exponentlai, 


“law, and as the methods of transport 
we hav mentianed are not without 
their Influence un the resalling cone 
gestion, Jt is not undesirable hat 
the matter should be further ex- 
amined by somvone whe has an ex- 
perlence in all three fetds, ‘This 
was done by Mr. R.A, Wilkinson ba 
a paper whieh was read on ney 
10, before the Institute of NS 
port, and the arguments contained in 
that communication may be briefly 
summarised, 

In the 
Wilkingon

and disadvantages of the three 
methods of (ransport can be univer: 
sally trae. Tn some large tawns, 
for Instance, trams carrying 70 
passengera are consilered to be the 
most sultable means of dealing with 
heavy traffic, but in most places 
such large veohleles are not favour: 
ed, and as other types now occupy 
approximately the same road space 
per seat, this particular advantage 
of the tram ia vanishing, In con- 
gested arens, however, the tram 
possesses the advantage, which it 
shares with the railless vehiele, of a 
higher average speed, as well a8 
being safe in operation, comfortable, 
und easy to control, On the other 
hand, It fs noisy and imposes on 
passengers the necessity of vlighting 
and boarding in the middle of the 
road, ‘while’ the initial cast of the 
track and equipment ts high. 

A further, and not unimportant, 
point js that the public prefer the 
omnibus, Thia Intter vehicle hos 
the advantages that . it fs 
flexible and self-contained, though 
it Is more ‘porticularly use. 
ful on long journeys. Its 
disadvantages arelow. accelera- 
tion, nolsiness, the emission of 
noxious fumes, short Hife, high 
operating costs, complication, and 
tire risk. The trolley vehicle, for 
Ity part, has, In Mr Wilkinson's 
opinion, all the advantages of bots 
the tran. and = the — motor 
omnibus, while in addition 
it is flexible, has oan high. 
er average speed and receipts, 
and is silent and cheap. It fy not, 
however, #0 fast as the omnibus on 
the open read, it cannot overtake 
another trolley vehicle, and Its use 
necessitates the installation of over- 
head equipment. Both the tramens 
and the trolley vehicle have 
the advantages that they are 
not dopandent on forddyn sources 
for their fuel; they, how. 
ever, pay higher rates than 
the omnibus, Mr. Wilkinson sums 
up the position by saying that the 
modern trolley vehtele with its 
pneumatic tyres is the most serious 
rival of the tram for all kinds of 
town traffic.

CAR CLEANING 


- Useful L Aid ‘to 
Efficiency 


Once upon ‘a tima tho average 
ownordriver had to spend five or 
alx hours every week in hoalng 
down and leathering bodywork; an- 
other hour or more had to bo devot- 
ed to the radiator, headlamps and 
other bright parts, both Inside and 
otttslde the cnr (saya the Autocar). 
To-day tho collulose-finished body 
van be thorvughly cleaned in’ half 
an hour, whilst a rnb with a damp 
cloth will restore chromium plating 
to all the glory of showrvom bril- 
Hance. 

Once upon a time the carburetter 
nud to. be dismantled and cleaned 
every few weeks, or tho motorist 


-]was certain to be held up on the 


road by a choked jet; nowadays, on 
etncient petro! filter i fitted mi the 
supmy system and a car can be 
urven for 10,000 miles or mare 
without putting a spanner on the 
carburetter. Air cleaners and oil 
niters are standardised on many 
1980 curs, so that It ig not exsentini 
to decarbonise sv frequently nor to 
change the oil go often as in the 
past. 

{hese ‘thuc-saving and labour- 
saving finishes and equipment have 
resulted in a saving of at least alx 
hours per week. What does the 
owner-driver do with the time 
saved? 

Onc would imagine that, 
rolleved of the burden of 
exterior cleaning, motorists would 
emulate the. cleanliness of a 
1ailway engine, or of — the 
engine-room in a passenger liner— 
but one would be wide of the mark! 
Lift the bonnet and floorboards of 
almost any owner-driven motor car. 
Look at the oily, dirty appearance 
of the ongine and surrounding com- 
ponents, and brake rods, gearbox 
and battery container caked with 
dried mud and grease; hidden by a 
thick coating of dirt, there is 9 mul- 
titude of slack nuts, loose connec- 
tlons, wires ready to brerk and 
short, bearings starved of grease or 
ofl, and universal joints which some- 
how continue to function in spite 
of appalling neglect. And as if this 
were not onough, there fs a motal 
shicld beneath the engine with a 
horrible conglomeration half an inch 
deep and consleting of oil, grease, 
rusty, water, rond dust, dead insects, 
and grit from roads newly tarred. 
The spick-and-span exterior is but 
a whited sepulchre; the outside of 
the platter is clean, but the 
inside-——! 

Dirt Is not only objectionable in 


‘litself; it is the sworn enemy of 


eMcienvy. The engine-room of a 
fast pxssenger Haer fis not kept 
bri-cht and shining because there is 
nothing else for the junior engineers 
to do on an long voyage! The re- 
markable cleanliness of the marine 
engine is brought about by the 
necessity for fficiency. Many 
motorists ara totally unaware of a 
defect until the ongine shows signs 
of dlatress or until it stops alto- 
gether. Dofects ino marine engine 
are discovered and rectified imme. 
diately, and are not allowed to de- 
yelop to an extent which would in- 
terfero with the progress of the 
veasel. A fault in a clean engino Is 
ensily found and put right; it may 
take an experienced motorist hours 
to discover a fault in a dirty en- 
gine, and in the process dirt is 
spread generously over the whole 
tool kit, it finds its way Into delicate 
components such as the magneto 
and the dynamo, and the unfortun- 
ate motorist’s suit, overcoat, and 
“gloves may be ruined: 
Shcer Snobbery 

“Glean collara and shirts are worn 
more because one {a uncomfortable 
with sofled clothes than because one 
wishes to impress other people. On 
the other hand, the car with a duaty 
or muddy body is juat as comfort: 
able—and may be just os efficient 
or more so—as the car with a spot- 
less oxtorior, Unless the engine is 
porfectly clean, the dally hosing and 
polishing of bodywork Is sheor 
snobbery; and in any case, tho know- 
ledge that he has impressed people 
with his prospority, or with his 
desire to “do the right thing,” 
brings no Jasting satlafaction 
to the trus motorist. A 
clean exterior and a dirty 
mechanlam will never give 
confidence, for at any moment 
the propellar shaft may como adrift, 
or tho magneto drivo fail or brake 
roda or cablos snap. In keeping the 
engine ¢lean, the magneto coupling 
will havo been rubbod over, and any 
dofoct or alnckness will bo diecover- 
-od immediately. With floor boards 
up and off can and rag In uso, the 
propelling shaft universal jJointa| P 
will havo been ofled or greased and 
elennads and fn cloaning any tn- 
usunt play will be brought to ight. 
In removing drlet mud from the 
brake gear, any weaknoss in tho 
cablos or roda will bo scon at once.

FAST TRAVEL 


Interesting Contest 
Recalled 


An Interesting and rathor un- 
usual cycling event was held in 
Victorla recently by the Geelong 


West Cycling Club, conalsting of a. 


relay ride from Geelong to Mel- 
bourne in which 16 of. tho best ridors 
In the club were selected to carry o 
despatch, ench cyclist covering a 
distance of approximately three 
miles, and then handing the message 
on to ‘the next relay rider. The 
riders had set themselves a schedule 
for ono hour 50 minutes, but thoy 
actually covered the 46 miles in Lhr. 
85min. 46sec.—n really fine per. 
formance. 


This ovont brings to mind that 
wonderfully intoresting and strenu- 
ous contest held fn 1912, which was 
organised by the Dunlop Rubber 
Co., primarily to toat the timo in 
which a military despatch could be 
carried by road from the military 
commandant of-South Australfa to 
tho commandant of New. South 
Wales, and at that time provided an 
{natructlva compnrative teats of the 
threo modes of conveyance which 
wore employed,. viz, cycles, motor 
eycles and cara; and at the samo 
timo tho contest drew attontion to 
tho deplorable condition of sume of 
the country roads. It was a fine 
sporting contest, and gront internst 
wna dfaplayed all along tho 1,149 
miles route across the three Btator. 

Tho threo: divistons In the ovont 
comprised 180 cyclists, 623 motor 


cyclists and 12 motorists. For tha, 


cyclo. acetion the course was divided 
Into 6D sections, ranging In Jongth 
from 10 up to 20% mien, tivo riders, 
belng nppolntad. to. eavls relay. 
There were. 20. molor oycte. rape 
ranging from a0 up ta 8% mii 


while the cars had ‘to cover the 
Journey in four sections of from 201 
to 974 miles, With a vidw of mak- 
ing a close and Interesting contest 
botweon the three classes of 
despatch courlors, the Dunlop Co. - 
handicapped the cars to concede six 
hours to the motor cycle section and 
80 hours to the cyclists. Whon the 
starts allotted were published, there 
was considerable comment in sport- 
‘ing circles the genoral viow boing . 
that the cyciista had no chance of 
reaching Sydney first with thelr 
despatch, and that they would be 
soon overhauled by the car and 
motor cycle divisions. 

That tho Dunlop Company was 
not far out in gauging tho capabili- 
ties of tho threo mothoda of travel 
was demonstrated In striking man-, 
ner, for in aplte of’ bad weathor 
conditions, with alush and howling 
head winds, the cycliata covered 
1,149 miles In 69 hr. 82 min, averag- 
ing 16% mop.h,, and delivered thelr 
despatch in Sydnoy . Chr. 18min. 
nhenad’ af tha motor cycliata, 
and 7 hr. 12 min. before the motor 
car despatch was handed ovor. Tho 
motor cyclists. took 61 hr. 50 
min, averaging 22 1-5 mp.h., 
while tho cars recorded 47hr. 
40min., their avorage speed being 24 
mph, With the {mprovod Intor- 
state highways of to-day, it would 
be Interesting to know low quickly 
deapatchos could be carried between 
our capital citles In a similar mans 
ner to the Dunlop, event of 1912,

FUEL ECONOMY 


Some Points for 
- Consideration 


In order to discuss to advantage 
the question of fuct 
necessary to inal 
is undor road condit ina vehtedis, 
In order to obviate confuslon be- 
tween mites per gallon and ton miles 
per gallon, It [a 
moving parts are as tight as p 
sible, the unladen weight of lke 
vehicte fins been reduced to 0 
minimum compntib'e with relinbili- 
ty, and that a eonstant Kross weight 
ia maintalned. 

Before turning to the carburation 
sido .of the matter perhapy Jt will 
be well to touch upon-an few of the 
other contributing factors, Valve 
timing is set chiefly with regart to 
maximum power at high revoltl- 
tions, and as yet a means is not 
possessed for correeting this necord- 
Ing to driving conditions, ‘Engine 
efficiency at low revolutions sulfers 
accordingly. 

Ignition Control 

With Ignition timing, the position 
is more satisfactory. A setting 
which gives the best all-round 
results can be controlled by 
the oxpert driver to suit any 
conditions, This control, howevor, 
is very casily abused to the 
dotriment of economy, and as there 
fs no hard and fost rule for Its tse 
a very good compromise may be ob- 
tained by | resorting to nutomatic 
control! or even to a fixed firing 
point. Tho driver himself can con- 
tribute very handsomely towards 
efliciengy, of course, but ho ig handl- 
capped to a cortain extent by the 
lack of certnin refinements of con- 

‘trol between engine and road wheels, 
Por Instance, ho is bound to lose a 
certain amount of propulsive power 
every time he engages tho clutch or 
uses the clutch top. If a stop fs not 


st the enylne 


fitted, when changing up either he | 


must erash in the gear or wait until 
tho revolutions of the driven clutch 
member have been absorbed by 
friction (an equally — wasteful 
method). 

. The ‘clements themselves are 
capable of playing havoc with 
economy, the chief offender being 
wind. A long drive into a head- 
wind will show an alarmingly small 
mileage per gallon, which Is not 
counter-balanced by a return jour- 
ney over the same ground. This 
fact is accounted for chiefly by loss 
of efficiency duc to low engine com-

preasion on the return journey 
caused by n relatively small throttle 
opening being used-, The carburct- 
ter having been set for power, 
speed, acceleration, atarting and 
idling, it is now called upon to carry 
out its duties in an economical 
manner, Assuming that all the 
qualities apportaining to perform. 
ance have previously been arrived at 
on bench and road, there Is oily one 
bone left to pick, namely, cruising 
‘speed mixture. A better definition 
would perhaps be: mixture supplicd 
at low throttle openings for com- 
paratively high engine revolutions. 
An Over-weak Mixture 

It has been frequently stated that 
n correct mixture is always the most 
eMcient. At full throttle openings 


perhaps it is, but at smnil throttle ; 


openings it certainly is not. Namer- 
ous practical experiments have 
proved that a wenk cruising speed 
mixture will-give the beat economy 
In the majority of enses. The prac- 
tical explanation of this would be 
that’ although the volume of air Is 
‘ too great to allow a complete 
chemleal change to occur In the 
eylindors, it haa the effect of raising 
compression, increasing turbulence 
and causing a greater acavenging 
action. In order to arrive ot the 
condition of mixture most suitable 
for crujsing speed. economy, a fixed 
route should be chosen and a “sight- 
ing" run taken at a certain average 
speed, In ench direction, over the 
game ground. The figure arrived at 
from the average of the two runs 
will serve sutisfactorily as a con- 
stant for further exper{ments. 
These should be conducted by 
weakening the mixture with duc 
regard for ultimate maximum per- 
formance, and taking further testa 
over the anme route under identical 
conditiona, untit a point ts reached

amount of petrol used can be easily ‘ 
measured in pints and decimals. of 
pints, this being the most’ simple 
figure for conversion into miles per 
gallon. 

Pint tank testa have certain dis- 
ndvantayes. For ingtance, if the 
car ig started from a fixed point and 
proceeds until the tank rans dry the! 
result, depends upon wind direction | 
and the contour of the. route. The! 
only moderately accurate compara 
tive reading by this means is ob- 
tained by returniig to the starting 
point re-filllny the tank, and cover 
ing the game ground cach test. It 
very often happens that the tank 
will run dry at the top of a hill, so 
that “if the vehicle ig allowed to 
coast for 200 yards an ‘improvement 
of one mite per gallon might be 
registered _(nllowing for filling 
errors, stops for obstructions, and so 
forth). 

Consumption Tests 

Usually consumption tests are 
taken on a route which entails the 
use of top genr only, and this con- 
stitutes a standard for a particular 
vehicle. The mileage per gallon of 
a vehlele estimated in this manner 
will naturally drop considerably 
when measured over a week's run- 
ning in ordinary service vonditions. 
Makers’ tests nowadays are accurate 
and correct, and they are always 
prepared to substantiate their 
claims. One cannot expect their 
figures to be maintained ‘in con- 
ditions which entail warming up, 
trafic driving, hill-climbing, revers- 
ing, and fast xccelerntion, Tho 
owner who is dubjous of his fuel 
consumption is advised to spare a 
little time In testing it in the aver- 
age conditions chosen by the makers 
before forming an adverse opinion. 
In the words of a distinguished 
authority on the subject, failure to 
do so is the only. “fly in the 
ointment” between factory and 
user,

LUBRICATION 


Enemies in the Oil 
System 


USE OF A FILTER 


‘Nhe Hon. Mrs, Victor Braco 
writes: 

Lubrication fs of vital importanco 
if you are to run your car success: 
fully, and it is essentinl that close 
attention be paid to the system of 
lubriextion that is employed in 
your car, : 

Nearly all makers of cars now 
issue a book of instructions, and it 
will amply repay any driver to read 
this thoroughly. Study the lubrica- 
tion syytem of your ear, ascertain 
the grade of oil recommended, and 
see that the maker's instructions 
ave properly earricd out. 

The systems in use yary necording 
to the make of the ear, but none, 
even the most scientific, will work to 
advantaye unless it Is given care 
ful attention. 

Firstly, it must be seen that the 
oil ix perfectly free from impurity. 
It: is little renlised how necessary 4 
preeaution. this is.. Few drivers 
would fill their petrel tank without 
using a filter, but many make the 


| mistake-of-not straining the oil be- 


fore it ig put into the base chamber. 

An impurity in the petrol will 
readily make its presence known, 
but swith off the effects, though 
slower, are very much more serious. 

Expensive repnirs are very often 
necessitated by badly scored pistons 
or worn bearings. the result of 
minute particles of dirt left in the 
oll, but as impurity in the petrol 
(water for instance,) will only cause 
inconvenience in the form of a 
choked jet. 

Great care is taken by the nianu- 
facturers to ensure that the 
lubricants supplied by them-are ab- 
solutely pure, but no matter what 
oll you use, whether it is bulk oil 
or from a sealed tin, it is always 
ndyigable to pass il through a filter. 
You will be -surprised to find how 
much foreign matter is left behind. 

If you would be sure that your ofl 
ig na clean as can reasonably be 
expected, make a habit of always 
using a strainer. 


It follows that only the best oil 


should be used, and if possible al 
ways get senled tins, If, however. 
you use ofl from a pump, maka sure 
that the cabinet is securely locked. 
This !s important. Reputable ofl 
manufacturers mnake every en 
deayour to protect thelr product 
and they supply retailers with

Monument - to Speed 
Record Holders 


A monument in honour of the 
makers of all officially recognised 
world speed records will be erected 
nt Daytona Beach, Florida, whero 
most of tho mafor automobilc 
stralghtaway trials of recent years 
have been staged. 

These achievements date back to 
1898 when Chasseloup-Laubat, tho 
Frenchman, astounded the world 
with a speed of 39 miles an hour. 

Since that time the automobile 
speed rocord has been. broken 81 
miles by 26 drivors, a lst including 
auch familiar names as Barney Old- 
fold, Ralph De Palma, Tommy 
Milton and Henry Ford.

Temper ” 


A KOWLOON STORY 


Tho case In which a Chinese woman, 
named Tam Wong, residing at 106 
Wusung Street, won charged before 
Mr, T, 3. Whyto-Smith, with ill-treat- 


ing hor mui teai, Lat Ngan (13) by 
boating her with firewood, had to be 
adjourned to April 3, at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday, owing ta ‘the 
absonce of Dr. Valentine, who was to 
give medical ovidence. 

Mr, H. R. Butters, the Secretary for 
Chincso Affatrs, pronceuted, while the 
dofendant was not logally represented. 

Charge Admitted 

After the charge was read out, the 
defendant replied: “Yea, that Is right. 
[hit hor with firowood, because she 
would not Ilsten to my orders. She is 
not my mui tsoi but only my piu mut 
(cousin). 

Mr, Butters outlining the case, said 
that on the avening of March 22, tho 
gitl wont to the Yaumati Police Sta- 
tion, and roported to the polica that 
sho had been beaten by defondant. 
Detective-Sergeant Fitches accompanied 
the girl to mako on Investigation, and 
on tho way there met the defendant, 
at her stall at Salgon Street, At tho 
request of tho police officer, sho went 
back to 105 Wusung Strect, There, 
{n tho rear enbicle, whero tho girl said 
sho had been beaten, the officer found. 
two pleces of firewood, Ono of them 
bore blood stains. i 

He arreated the woman, and the girl 
was sont to the Kowloon Hospital, where 
Dr. Valentine cxumined her, and 
found cuts and bruises, on her fore. 
arms, legs, thigh, left check and head. 

From the Kowloon Hospital the girl 
was tater sent to the Kwong Wah Hos- 
pital, where she is-still under treat- 
ment. 

Mr. Buttera added that the mother of 
the girl sold her to the dvfendant for 
$180, Evidence would be brought in 
proof of this, He called His Worship’s 
attention to Section 21 of the amended 
Ordinance doaling with mei fai, and 
pointed out that it is there Inid down 
“that if the defendant says the girl is 
not her mui taci, then the ‘onus is on 
her to prove that. 

2 The Girl's Story 

‘Loi Ngan, the mui tari, in evidence 
anid that her father hod been dend a 
long time, and her mother was in 
Annam. It was in the twelfth moon 
of the year before last that she was 
sold to the defendant for $130. On 
the day in question she was beaten 
because ahe had been playing, so de- 
fondant alleged, with raon at the strect 
stalls. This she denicd, 

Her evidence concluded, the defendant 
then elected to make o statement, She 
sald that the girl insulted one of her 
huaband’s clanamen In the front of tho 
shop, 

Detcetive-Sergeant Fitches, deposed 
that at about 8.30 p.m. on March 22, 
the mui taai came to the Yaumat! Police 
Station. She was in a terrified state. 
After hearing the girl, the officer went 
to the house, on the ground floor, which 
was a carpenter's shop. The officer, con- 
tinuing, stated that he went into the 
rear cubicle, where he found a dis- 
arranged bed spreading, ond the pieces 
of firewood, which the girl sald were the 
onca used on her, ‘ 

‘The defendant, whom he (Sergt. 
Fitches) had caught in the street, ad- 
mitted ol] the allegntions made by the 


girl, ‘ 

: Badly Hurt 

Regarding tho mui teai’s wounds, Ser- 
geant Fitches sald that they were con- 
aistent with tho girl's story. 

The Magtlatrate, interposing, said that 
it was going to be rather serious for 
the woman since she admitted hitting 
the girl so badly os to cause wounds 
and blood marks. 

Tho defendant: I lost my temper. 

Lal So (16), brother to the mui taal, 
sald that he ogsisted nt a conges stall ot 
Public Square Street, near the Court 
House. He also testified to tho girl 
being sold to the defendant. 

Mr. 8. 5. Lam, Sergeant Interpreter 
of tho Yaumati Polico Station, gava 
evidence of charging the woman and 
cautioning her at the station on tho 
night of the arrest. - f 

Yip Lam, a carpenter, stated that he 
heard the girl weeping loudly, but ho 
did uot interfere with tho affalr, be- 
enuse he had his carpentry work before 
him! 

Uls Worship remanded the caso to 
April 3, pending the attendance of Dr. 
* Valentine,

Col, Young disclosed tho latest 
dispositions of tho various Central 
Air Forces as followa: 

The lst Squadron under Capt. 
Chang Yau-kuk and the 2nd Squa- 
dron under Capt, Lau Fong-shin 
are at, Hankow, the 8rd under Capt. 
Chang. Ting-man is stationed at 
Hasu-chow; the 4th, of which Col. 
Yeung himself is the commander, is 
guarding Canton; the Sth under 
Capt. Wu Kam-ngarr and 6th under 
Capt. Tang Yuet-ming aro at 
present engaged {n the mission of 
fighting the Kwangai rebels; and 
the Squadron under the command 
of Capt. Tin-hay fs In the Capital. 

Referring to the Hnes of defence 
divided by the Central Government, 
Col. Yeung remarked that Gon. 
Chang Wai-jung {s In charge of the 
Stong-Cheng section, and Col. 
Wong Ping-hong has been: given 
the command of the Ticntsln- 
Shanghal-Hsuchow-Anhwel section.

Whyte-Smith, who expressed sur 
prise on seeing the chain, and in- 
timated that ho had never seen one 
before, although he had known of a 
man who fought with a bunch of 
keys at tho end of his chain! 

Questioned as to the posession of 
such an implement the first man 
replied that a man gave it to pim, 
wrapped up in paper, to hvld! :
